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state unemployment figures 
released last week for the month 
of May indicate that jobless rate 
in Romulus is making a steady 
shift in the right direction. 

The numbers - which were 
broken down community-by¬ 
community, show a .5 percentage 
drop in the non-seasonally 
adjusted jobless rate to 6.2 per¬ 
cent from the yearly high of 6.8 
percent in March, according to a 
report by the Michigan 
Department of Labor and 
Economic Growth (MDLEG). The 
numbers indicate that out of a 
measured labor force of 10,981 
people, 689 people are looking 
for work, versus 745 in February. 

Those figures are not some¬ 
thing to write home about, but it’s 
good to see the jobless rate going 
down as opposed to up, said 
Mayor Pro-tem Randolph Gear 

‘It’s important that we contin¬ 
ue to work with employment 
agencies and other organizations 
that can help our residents,” he 
said. 

“We also need to make sure 
that all of the new businesses 
that come in here are required to 
meet a hiring standard that 
requires them to hire Romulus 
residents.” 

The figures also indicate the 
city was in a better position last 
year In May 2004, the city posted 
a 5.8 percent unemployment 
level out of 10,995 available 
workers. That means only 640 
people were actively seeking 
work. And overall, the city is still 
faring much better than the 
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county and state 

Wayne County figures show a 
9.2 jobless rate for May 2005, ver¬ 
sus 8.6 percent a year ago. In 
Michigan, the jobless rate held 
steady at 7.1 percent - one of the 
highest in the natioa 

From a city perspective. 
Councilman William Crova said 
it’s necessary to take a pro-active 
approach to the current job mar¬ 
ket in the city to oflfeet some loss¬ 
es. Once of the most publicized 
closings, the Lear Seating facility, 
left several hundred people 
without jobs at least temporarily. 
Still, he said, the prospects are 
daunting. 

“Industrial growth would help 
a great deal,” he said. “But indus¬ 
trial growth is not something that 
is happening in Southeast 
Michigan at this time, in large 
part because of outsourcing. So 
it’s not something that’s exclusive 
to us.” 

Some of the polices that the 
city has in place to ease the loss

A decision r^arding criminal 
charges against a 38-year-old 
Romulus man who shot an 
armed robber in his home last 
month will come eariy tomorrow 
morning, according to Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Assistant Prosecutor Maria 
Miller said the findings of an 
investigation conducted by the 
prosecutor’s office will conclude 


Friday - and the results made 
public immediately thereafter. 

‘Tf s sort of strange, but we’ve 
had several of these sorts of 
shootings lately - where some¬ 
one enters a home and it shot by 
an elderly person,” she said. “It 
always takes a little time to sort 
them out” 

Miller declined to say how 
many such cases are under 
investigation by the prosecutor’s 
office. 

The shooting - which 
occurred June 10 - claimed the 


life of Inkster resident Charles 
Cheeseborou^ 31. According to 
police reports, Cheeseborough 
entered a home on the 15500 
block of Oakwood Street in the 
late evening hours through a 
window. He and the homeowner 
were involved in a physical 
altercation when the homeown¬ 
er shot the intruder, according to 
police reports. 

Cheeseborough apparently 
tried to get to the victim’s back

City Veteran’s Haven team 
to help aging serviceman

“This day will go down in his¬ 
tory for me, it really will,” said 
86-year-old Westland resident 
Marion Dee Terwilliger on 
Thursday. 

Terwilliger, a veteran of World 
War II and the Korean War, sat 
astride a new motorized scooter 
in front of American House III in 
Westland. The scooter was a sur¬ 
prise gift - it had been donated 
that morning to Veteran’s Haven 
in Wayne, and given to 
Terwilliger just hours later 

‘The donations come in and 
they go right back out,” said 
Vince Berna, president'"of 
Veteran’s Havea 

It was the second piece of 
good news that Terwilliger had 
received recently. A resident of 
American House for about six 
months, he also just learned that 
he was eligible for a Section 8 
Housing Voucher through the 
FVail Elderly Assistance program 
and the Westland Housing 
Commissioa 

“We were happy to be able to 
do it,” said Mayor Sandra 
CicirellL 

Terwilliger came to the atten¬ 
tion of the Westland administra¬ 
tion last fall. He had just moved 
into a different apartment com¬ 
plex in Westland, and found it 
unsuitable. It wasn’t handi¬ 
capped-friendly, he said, and its 
lack of barrier free access 
meant that he 


move Terwilliger to his current 
home, located off Hunter Street 
near Wayne Road. 

“Luckily everything happened 
at the right time,” said Jay 
Gilbert, Westland Housing 
Director. “He really fell in love 
with the facility.” 

His apartment is completely 
up to handicapped-accessible 
code, which means that he can 
care for Blanche, to whom he 
was married for more than 30 
years. The two are close - Marion 
has been by her side throughout 
her hospital stays and the begin¬ 
ning of her recovery. She’s still 
learning how to walk, agaiiL 

“Tve been through it all before 
and I know what it’s like to be 
hurt in there, alone,” he said of 
the hospitals. 

“I didn’t have to do it, but what 
are you going to do when some¬ 
one’s down and out? You’re going 
to help,” he said. 

The expenses added up, how¬ 
ever, and didn’t leave much to 
care for another aging member 
of Terwilliger’s family - a 1990 
Cadillac DeVille he calls ‘Old 
Lizzie.’ 

Repair bills have mounted 
and threatened to keep him from 
getting around town, he said. 
That’s when the city stepped in 
and offered the rent subsidy. 

“I didn’t know anything about 
it,” Terwilliger said, “but I need¬ 
ed help, financial help.” 

The cily started the program a 
few years ago, according to

Cicirelli. It’s designed to help 
senior citizens who want to 
remain independent live in 
homes that provide assisted liv¬ 
ing, but are not classified as nurs¬ 
ing homes. The city added an 
additional 40 vouchers last year. 

“There’s a definite need for it 
in the City of Westland,” CicireUi 
said. 

The apartment situation may 
have been solved, but Terwilliger 
still had a problem getting 
around. He has no cartilage in 
either of his knees, a result of 
suffering from osteoarthritis for 
more than 25 years. Walking for 
any length of time is extremely 
painful. 

He was already on the list to 
receive a motorized scooter fix)m 
the Veteran’s 
Administration 
- it had been 
promised to 
him in April, 


when Veteran’s Haven, a group 
that supports veterans in their 
quest to remain independent, 
stepped in. 

“We all know what it’s tike 
dealing with the VA, with all the 
paperwork,” Berna said. “He’d 
be waiting for it for a year” 

Veteran’s Haven provided a 
motorized scooter to the vet and 
gave him an updated version last 
week. Terwilliger took to it easily 
-perhaps because as a member 
of the Marine Corps, 5th 
Division, he learned to drive 
everything with wheels or treads 
during World War II. His unit 
traveled across Elurope and into 
Japan, and Terwilliger trained 
from dawn to dark to cram 12 
weeks of training into two 


months. He was 25 at the time 
and he re-enlisted and served a 
year in Korea, too. 

“They didn’t want me after 
that,” he said. “At 35,1 was too old 
for them.” 

The experience served him 
well in a civilian capacity, too. 
Terwilliger drove a Greyhound 
bus for more than 25 years. 

Berna had just one piece of 
advice for Terwilliger about dri¬ 
ving around the $2,600 unit “Use 
it in good health,” he told him. 

Nina D’Onofrio, manager at 
American House, said she was 
glad to see a man who livened up 
the senior resident made so 
happy 

“He’s a good man,” she said. 
“He’s quite a character”

Romulus operates in a man¬ 
ner similar to a business, but 
there are several aspects that 
are unique to a municipality. 
And that’s a good thing, says 
Councilman Leixjy Burcroff. 

A lifetime Romulus resident 
seeking his third four-year term 
as a councilman, Burcroff said 
his experience as a vice-presi¬ 
dent at a supplier of small auto¬ 
motive components helps him a 
great deal in his governmental 
role.

of jobs - particularly in the 
bruised manufacturing sector - 
include providing abatements to 
keep those businesses from seek¬ 
ing less expensive labor pools in 
other countries or in other states.

Reality IV indeed 

Those who can’t find anything to watch on television this summer 
no longer have to fear board of trustee study sessions will now be 
telecast in Canton Township. 

Local government may be the ultimate form of reality television, 
after all, even if it does show how tedious the process actually ia Even 
so, these things are oddly appealing, although most of them are about 
as interesting as watching a re-run of The Contender And if you think 
watching C-Span or a board of trustees or city council meeting is bor¬ 
ing, just wait until you tune in to a study sessioa It’s like watching 
people do homework 

The idea behind this brave new venture is a relatively simple one: 
to get more information out to residents in Canton Township. 

That, in itself, is laudable. We’re in favor of open government, of 
course When elected officials decide to put more information out to 
the residents, it’s usually a good thing. A more informed electorate 
tends to translate into improved elected officials, and it’s better for 
everyone Pohticians have to spend less time explaining things, resi¬ 
dents have a clearer idea of what’s going on and what leads to these 
decisions and everybody is on the same page, as far as what is hap¬ 
pening in the communily. 

In fact, officials in Canton Township have for years done a remark¬ 
able job of getting information out to the public. Their municipal web 
site, www.canton-mi.org, is second to none in the regioa They’ve won 
awards for their iimovative cable programming. They have a top- 
notch communications department and an approachable board of 
trusteea In many ways, the move to telecast study sessions is the next 
logical step. 

So what did it take to make this a reality? Only a relatively lengthy 
discussion, a few red-faced shouts, allegations of impropriety and 
back-room dealing and a rare (for the Canton board) 45 vote. 

Reality television guru Mark Burnett would be proud. 

Those who are familiar with government in Canton - and there’s 
very little reason not to be, given their lengthy tenure and openness - 
would agree that the relationships on the board of trustees have been 
a bit strained since their most recent election, A 43 vote in Canton? 
You may ask ‘what’s going on?’ 

Simple. Just tune in and watch; it’s clear enough. It might even be 
entertaining. Fbr those who don’t care to, though, there’s always the 
Game Show Network... 

If s all part of doing the job 

The City of Westland adopted an ordinance Monday night designed 
to give them another tool to combat blight in their community. 

The ordinance amends the Westland City Code to add several sec¬ 
tions that outline the way the city can govern blighted and dangerous 
buildings. It shortens the timetable that the city has to follow to take. 
action on these vexing properties scattered throughout the communi¬ 
ty, and it’s a good deal for the residents of Westland. 

Similar ordinances have been enacted in other communities - 
notably the City of Wayne, where it has already been effective. 

Naturally, the ordinance had some detractors. People talked about 
the erosion of property rights and a violation of due process. They 
inferred that the government was coming in and trampling on the 
ri^ts of the citizens. 

None of these things are true. 

Here’s a little bit of insight: city officials don’t enjoy being heavy- 
handed. They don’t want to cite their residents or form adversarial 
relationships. 

In a perfect world, they wouldn’t have to. In a perfect world, every-

Red tape has reasons 


It’s the little things that always get you. 

I had a hard time believing, for example, that a 
simple proposal to move a historic bam would 
cause so much discussion - and dissention - in 
Northvilie Township. 

Township trustees were presented a plan last 
month from members of the Ravines Homeowner’s 
Association to donate the historic barn along 
Sheldon Road to the township. They would have 
otherwise tom it down, and they wanted a decision, 
.quickly. 

Hey, everybody likes an old bam, right? Sounded 
like a good plan. 

The trustees were to meet in a study session 
about the proposal last Tuesday - which they did, 
although it was at a special meeting, where they 
voted to go ahead with the plan on a 4-2 vote. 

Like those who voted against the proposal - 
Clerk Sue Hillebrand and Trustee Christopher 
Roosen -1 agree with the concept but don’t like the 
way it went down. 

I can count the disagreements I’ve had with the 
board of trustees on one hand - although I might 
have to count a few fingers twice - even though I’ve 
covered them for going on four years now. They’re 



generally a solid bunch, with 
the best interests of the commu¬ 
nity - and taxpayers - in mind. 

This meeting was a bit of an enigma to me, 
though. I understand that it was a good deal for the 
township - estimates put the move at a cost of about 
$253,000, of which the township would have to pay 
about $60,000. 

What I don’t understand, and I asked, was why 
the township had to vote on the issue that night 
There seemed to be quite a few questions about it 
fix)m some members of the board and the regular 
township meeting takes place tonight, barely a 
week after the special meeting later 

Why not wait? What’s the sense of urgency? 

Well, Trustee Marv Gans, one of those in favor of 
the project - and who did most of the legwork in 
putting the proposal together - will be out of town 
at the regular meeting. Treasurer Dick 
Henningsen, who has opposed iL won’t be. All of the 
sudden a 4-2 approval turns into a 35- tie. Motion 
fails. 

I understand the need to preserve history, and

No place for personal prejudice 


In most communities, the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) board is the support 
group behind the city council. They work as a team 
to enhance the business district and promote eco¬ 
nomic growth in the city. 

But in the City of Belleville recently, the support¬ 
ive relationship between the two bodies has been 
quickly fading away, almost as quickly as the people 
are resigning fi-om the DDA boaixl. 

Within the past few months, three members of 
the DDA—Mike Foley, Duane Detlor and Kelly 
Batianis—have resigned fixim the boaixi. Each stat¬ 
ed to the city council that they could no longer 
serve on the board because of the financial prac¬ 
tices within the city. 

In a letter addressed to Mayor Tom Fielder and 
the city council, signed by Detlor, it said: ‘The con¬ 
stant lack of ci’edible financial documentation, the 
inconsistency and inaccuracies of the financial doc¬ 
uments that are presented, make me extremely 
uncomfortable and ill equipped to meet my fiducia¬ 
ry obligations as legislated in Public Act of 197. 

“The lack of a free flow of credible financial 
infoiTnation, coupled with the continued deteriora¬ 
tion of the central business district should be an 
indication to the electorate that there are serious 
problems at city hall.” 

Fbley and Batianis said similar things in their 
resignation letters, which included irregularities in 


accounting practices. Overall, 
their point of view is there is 
money that is not being account¬ 
ed for 

Fielder and members of the city council have 
asked for examples as to how funds are not being 
accounted for and said if there are additional 
claims, they should be documented in writing. 
According to Fielder, they are still waiting for that 
to take place. 

The financial problems between the two boaixls 
have been going on for well over a year, and have 
even resulted in a court case about where DDA 
funds should be kept

city when board members are dropping like flies 
from the DDA? 

I do see serious communication issues between 
the city council and the DDA board, as well as per¬ 
sonal feelings that seem to be getting in the way of 
city business. 

In onJer for both bodies to do their job, the indi¬ 
viduals must be committed to serving their purpose 
and mission—^to enhance the city.

it’s a neat old barn with features 
found in only 3 percent of similar 
historic structures, according to 
the experts. But the funds that 
the township pledged for it are 
unallocated. They’re not part of 
the budget for this year, although 
they could have easily been put 
into the budget for next year - 
during a process that gets started 
in roughly about a month. 

Sure, it’s a good deal, but I 
pass up good deals all the time 
because I’ve already spent my 


allowance for the week. It’s a fact 
of life. When the trustees voted to 
use the bulk of the parkland 
acquisition and development 
millage on the expansion of 
Communily Park, it was with the 
understanding that it would 
leave that fund strapped for cash 
for a while. I don’t remember the 
tag line ‘unless a good deal 
comes along’ entering the discus- 
sion, but my memory ain’t as 
good as it used to be. I should 
point out, though, that this deal 
already isn’t as good as it was 
when it was pitched in May - that 
estimate showed a township 
expense that was capped at 
$40,000. 


This is a situation where some 
members of the board simply 
can’t win. Members of the audi¬ 
ence - flxrm the Ravines subdivi¬ 
sion, by the way - came just short 
of scoffing at Hillebrand for sug¬ 
gesting the township should be 
more careful with unallocated 
taxpayer money. Proper proce¬ 
dure equals red tape, they said. 

Hey, it’s your money, I would 
tell them. This decision seems 
too hasty to me, but if you’re com¬ 
fortable with it, fine. 

Just don’t come back and com¬ 
plain if the board goes chasing 
after some other good deal that 
they can’t necessarily afford at 
the time.

their own property and not let 
things go to seed. They would 
maintain their properties in part 
to keep up their investments and 
in part because it improves the 
neighborhood as a whole. 

It’s not a perfect world, 
though. Absentee landlords often 
let properties fall into disrepair. 


Some people just don’t care. 
These places tend to leave a 
black eye on their neighborhoods 
spoiling the quality of life - and 
sometimes property values - for 
the rest of us. 

In those cases, municipalities 
have to take action to protect the 
property rights of everyone else - 
and those that take pride in their 
property and keep it up far out¬ 
number those who don’t 

What level should city officials 
set? Should they cater to those 
who, for one reason or another. 


downgrade their neighborhoods? 
No, they should set the bar high¬ 
er. It works out better for every¬ 
one, in the end. 

Ordinances like these aren’t 
designed to allow the govern¬ 
ment to trample on our rights. It 
does not reflect a desire by city 
officials to take over the world, 
one crumbling home or business 
at a time. It’s simply shows a 
desire to protect neighborhoods, 
protect residents and improve 
the community. 

And that’s a good thing to see.

In his office at the 34th District Court in 
Romulus, administrator A1 Hindman is still 
thanking his lucky stars and fielding calls of 
support 

And if ever there was a time for support, 
it’s now. Hindman - a long time court 
employee and a volunteer 
firefighter - lost his home, 
his cars and his beloved pets 
in a fire that engulfed his 
home in the late evening 
hours of July 5. 

“It’s times like this when 
you learn who your friends 
are, and it’s just amazing,” 
he said. “We lost everything, 
and I mean everything. Our 
cars are gone, all of our 
belongings - we escaped 
from there with just the 
clothes on our bads.” 

But family members, co-workers and 
neighbors who have witnessed the effect the 
fire has had on Hindman are getting together 
tomorrow evening for a benefit dinner to 
help replenish some of the family’s belong¬ 
ings. The spaghetti dinner is co-sponsored by 
the Romulus Rotary Club and the 
Community United Methodist Church 
Outreach Committee, and will take place 
fixim 5^ p.m. at the church on 11160 Olive St 
Attendees will be asked for a donatioa 

Hindman had lived in the home on 
Cogswell Street with his wife, Lori, and four 
children - Branson, Bradley, Stephanie and 
Christopher - for about 21 years. He planned 
to retire there until his daughter - who was 
alone in the home with her parents - woke 
him up to tell him she heard a crackling near 
the family’s garage. 

“She initially thought it was rain because 
it poured earlier in the day,” Hindman said. 
“I couldn’t see any fire, just smoke. But by 
the time we got up, the fire was above my 
head. It moved that fast And we had to get 
out of there. The boats and cars were 


blocked in, and we couldn’t get them out of 
there.” 

When the fire department arrived min¬ 
utes later, the roof was fully engulfed. 

“We hadn’t seen one like that in quite a 
while,” said Fire Chief Dave Allison. “We 
worked for several hours to put it out It was 
difficult - as it always is - but this time it was 
even more so because A1 is a colleague and a 
friend.” 

WTien the flames were put 
out, it took Hindman a few 
days to return to the site 
where the home once stood, 
mostly because he lost his 
pets. He also said he had seen 
this happen to others, but 
there’s no preparation when 
it’s actually your home. But 
Hindman realized that this 
was a learning experience. 

“It’s so amazing to think 
that you have this many 
friends,” he said. “So many 
people just shined during all of this. We were 
put up in a hotel by the fire chief’s wife 
(Julie Allison) so fast even I couldn’t believe 
it And now. Judge (Brian) Oakley is helping 
us out with a house, which we will rent” 

The Romulus Fire Department has not 
determined the cause of the fire, but an out¬ 
side agency brought in by the Firefighter’s 
Mutual Aid association indicated they 
thought the home was hit by lightning. 
Because Hindman works at the court, inves¬ 
tigators looked for signs of foul play, but have 
ruled that out, Allison said. 

In the meantime, residents are still pour¬ 
ing into the court to drop off necessities for 
all five members of the family. 

Hindman is lauding his daughter 
Stephanie, 18, as a hero. 

“Had she not had the presence of mind to 
wake me up - and I’m always telling her to go 
to bed - I’m convinced we wouldn’t be here 
having this conversation,” he said. 

“She absolutely did the right thing here.”

High school gridiron heroes 
will take part in the classic east 
meets west All Star Football 
Game at the University of 
Michigan Stadium in Ann Arbor 
this Saturday.

The West all stars were select¬ 
ed fiiom nominees from about 418 
schools representing almost 
278,000 students from all other 
counties not listed for the East 


squad 

Each high school head coach 
in classes A-D who is a member of 
the Michigan High School 
Football Coaches Association 
(MHSFCA) had a chance to nomi¬ 
nate his players, which must be 
2005 graduate in December for 
the All Star Game 

In January the six-man coach¬ 
ing staff from each side, the MHS¬ 
FCA Board of Directors and the 
All Star Committee selected the 
44 players (eight from CHass A, six 
from Class B, four Class C, two 
Class D and 24 from any) for each 
team from the nominations. Each 
school is only allowed one player 
to be selected. Opposing coaches 
have no say in their opponent’s 
team. 

Each squad is represented by

The victory left the Wolves as 
the only team without a loss in 
the district tournament As the 
rest of the tournament played 
out the Wolves were matched up 
against Brighton again in the 
championship game. 

There the Wolves raced to a 
6-1 lead after just two innings. 
They kept their bats alive, send¬ 
ing Brighton to the doghouse 
with an 11-3 victory. Defense 
was a big part of the win Jamarl 
Eiland (Romulus) pitched a no¬ 
hitter with two strikeouts while 
his defense recorded two dou¬ 
ble plays behind him 

Joey Roman (Canton) was hot 
at the plate, adding two more 
singles to his resume, while 
Cody (Y)wart (Dearborn) added 
two RBI off of a single. 

The Wolves started out the 
tournament with a 10-1 victory 
against the host team the 
Marshall Raiders, 10-1. 

Hardin was king of the hill in 
this game. He sat down five bat¬ 
ters and only allowed one hit in 
the outing.

The second game that day

Undue Influence Part IV: 

Mann vs. the media

Along with having to fend off 
allegations from the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association 
(MHSAA), Dave Mann has had to 
fight off the some unflattering pub¬ 
licity, as well. 

Maim, the former Inkster High 
School athletic director and girls’ 
varsity basketball coach, has been 
on the receiving end of publicity 
about his alleged misconduct from 
local media including The Detroit 
Free Press, Detroit News and occa¬ 
sionally, this publication 

And there are a few inconsis¬ 
tencies between some published 
accounts of the incidents and his 
perceptions and recollections, 
Mann said. These variations could 
make a difference in whether 
Mann is able to find another coach¬ 
ing job in the State of Michigan— 
the one thing he wants to do most 
ofall, he added. 

According to Mann, it may have 
all started back in October 1994 
when a Detroit Free Press sports- 
writer and columnist had some 
criticism of allowing Country Day 
High School to host a Class B Girls’ 
Basketball district tournament 
while the team was on probatioa 
He wrote in an Oct 10,1994 article 
that it was “irrational” to let this 
happea Country Day lost that year 
to Divine Child. 

At the time, Mann was the head 
coach at Bishop Borgess. That 
school girls basketball team had 
just won their second consecutive 
Class C title 

“(He) approached me after the 
post-game press conference,” 
Mann said. “He told me that he felt 
Country Day would win the Class B 
State Championship unless 
Borgess would move up to Class 
B,” Mann said. 


A friend of Mann’s, Gary 
Schwan, overheard and confirmed 
the conversatioa 

Borgess had just a few students 
above the Class D ranking, so 
Mann didn’t move the team up to 
Class B. That may have been the 
first step down a shaky media 
path—a road that Mann would 
travel until his dismissal from 
Inkster this past spring 

The writer addressed the “To 
(Class) B or not to (Class) B” situa¬ 
tion in a Dec. 5,1994 article with 
that headline. Then, in an Aug, 29, 
1995 girls’ basketball preview, he 
wrote, “Borgess in Class C is ridicu¬ 
lous.” Mann took it as ridicule 

The writer said Borgess had no 
competition in Class C in an Oct 9, 
1995 article and wrote that a third 
state title, “is automatic” a month 
later Once Borgess fell to Lansing 
Catholic Ontral in the Class C title 
game, though, he didn’t bring up 
the move in class again until after 
Borgess won the crown two years 
later, in 1997. 

That was also the year that 
Mann’s best player, Aiysha Smith, 
was ranked as the fourth best play¬ 
er in the state in the preseason. 
She was in the running to be 
selected as Miss Basketball—an 
award given by the Basketball 
Coaches Association of Michigan 
(BCAM) in conjunction with The 
Detroit Free Press. 

Smith went toe-to-toe against 
the paper’s top two ranked players 
and won by a landslide. It was in 
part due to Mann’s creative cam¬ 
paign that included recruitment of 
20-plus coaches from around the 
Borgess area to pay their dues and 
join the BCAM organization in 
order to vote for Miss Basketball. 
Mann said he didn’t do anything 
wrong and insists that it is not

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uncommon for coaches to distrib¬ 
ute literature about their players 
across the state 

The Free Press writer even 
wrote, “Mann didn’t do anything 
dishonest,” on Dec. 11,1997, but six 
months later (June 18, 1998) 
described Mann’s actions as “dis¬ 
gusting,” and called the voting a 
“tragedy.” 

The biggest controversy of 
Mann’s career, however, was his 
resignation from Boigess. 

The school population shrank 
to 180 students in the 1999-2000 
school year. Course offerings 
slimmed and building conditions 
depleted while tuition rose, 
according to Mann. Administrative 
staff, teachers, coaches and stu¬ 
dents all wanted out of Borgess, he 
said. Even Mann, in his 11th year 
there, was willing to accept an 
assistant coaching position at 
Benedictine High School in order 
to leave 

But Tom Rashid, then the 
Catholic League director and now 
an assistant director with the 
MHSAA, tried to persuade him 
otherwise, according to Mann. 

“(He) asked me to reconsider,” 
Mann said. “He caUed me several 
times subsequently, practically 
pleading with me to stay at 
Boigess. Finally, he told me that if 
the kids left, especially to 
Benedictine, he would make sure 
that they could not play. He repeat¬ 
ed this threat in phone conversa¬ 
tions with several parents. 

“I believed him,” he added. “I 


felt I had to stay. I stayed and so did 
most of the kids.” 

A month later Mann was called 
into a meeting with Rashid, 
Assistant Director Vic Michaels 
and Sister Joan Chamley, principal 
at Boigess. 

Chamley had ‘discovered’ that 
the school was using funds from an 
Ameritech matching program to 


help pay students’ tuition. Mann 
said Chamley knew about the pro¬ 
gram all along; he said she appar¬ 
ently signed off on the program 
when she had the finance director 
review the language of the pro¬ 
gram with an attorney to make 
sure the money could be used for 
tuition. The lawyer said yes and 
Chamley approved it, Mann said. 

“When Tom (Rashid) suggested 
that I resign, it took me about two 
seconds to agree,” Mann said. “I 


wanted out of that school” 

An ./^ril 15,2000 article in The 
Detroit Free Press said: 
“Mann.. .has resigned amid accusa¬ 
tions that he arranged payments 
for his players’ tuition at the 
Chtholic School,” which would be a 
violation of the MHSAA’s undue 
influence rule 

‘The Ameritech program was 


not used just for girls’ basketball 
players or just for athletes,” Mann 
said. “R was used for kids with 
financial need, all sorts of kids - 
whether athletes or girls or not” 

In The Free Press April, 15 arti¬ 
cle Chamley said she didn’t deal 
with tuition payments and wasn’t 
aware that Mann might have 
arranged tuition subsidies. 

Mann was investigated three 
years earlier by the Catholic 
League for his practice of paying 


students to work at AAU basketball 
tournaments that he ran out of the 
gymnasiums at Borgess and the 
Universily of Michigan-Dearbora 

The Catholic League found him 
innocent of those charges in a 
report—a report that also went to 
Nate Hampton, an assistant 
MHSAA director—dated Oct 14, 
1997. The report said that not just 
athletes but students, coaches and 
parents of several different schools 
were allowed to work the tourna¬ 
ments. Mann provided a list of 
more than 25 people from at least 
seven different schools that had 
worked the tournaments but had 
not and never did play for him. The 
report also showed that Mann 
woriced in the accordance with the 
Student-Athlete Earning Policy 
devised in 1993 where a student- 
athlete could earn $5 per hour for 
woridng outside activities, earning 
up to $500 a school year. The 
tuition was $3,900. 

The funds were paid directly to 
those who worked and not used as 
a stipend for tuition, according to 
the policy. 

The only finding of the 1997 
investigation is that Mann used 
poor judgment and helped drive 
some of his players to a tourna¬ 
ment in Chicago. 

After his resignation from 
Borgess, Mann was hired by 
Inkster High School and the media 
and the MHSAA wouldn’t let the 
past rest The Borgess incident 
remains a backdrop for even the 
most current decisions made by 
the MHSAA 

“It confirms to me that the real 
issue is not whether I promised 
transportation, which I didn’t, or 
unduly influenced school choice. 


which I didn’t,” Mann said. ‘The 
issue is and has always been that 
students transferred fixim Borgess 
to Inkster in August 20(X).” 

In the Sept 24,2004 article The 
Free Press said “so the idea was 
hatched to funnel those thousands 
of dollars in earnings through an 
employee at Ameritech.” 

Mann vehemently protested the 
truth of this statement and called it 
false 

“Over four years after the fact 
(he) has decided that the donated 
money was actually money tun¬ 
neled from my tournaments,” 
Mann said. “This is not true. 
Tournament money was never 
‘fimneled’ into the Ameritech pro¬ 
gram, or used in any way whatsoev¬ 
er for this purpose” 

After the Joe Brown incident in 
Inkster, where the MHSAA ruled 
that Mann called the parent of a of 
a Romulus ninth-grade girls bas¬ 
ketball player in an attempt to 
recruit her, which ultimately led to 
Mann’s dismissal at Inkster, the 
paper reported on March, 25,2005 
and again in .^ril, 29 2005 - as did 
this publication in. Undue 
Influence: Part 1 last month, that 
Mann would not be able to coach at 
another school for a year due to 
the penalties dished out by the 
MHSAA 

The statement, on all three 
accounts, is untrue 

Mann is able to coach at anoth¬ 
er school other than Inkster, he just 
can’t coach in the MHSAA sate 
tournament this year, according to 
the MHSAA executive committee 
meeting minutes fixim their March 
17,2005sessioa

The Free Press was the first to report on 
the Brown incident which subsequently 
apparently initiated an investigation by the 
MHSAA The article even had statements 
fix>m John ‘Jack” Roberts, the director of the 
MHSAA before officials in the Inkster 
School District knew that they were being 
investigated. 

And it was an article by The Detroit News 
back on Nov. 9, 2000 that spurred the 
MHSAA into action when Mann was driving 
a car full of students and athletes to 
school—a job originally done by Mann’s 
good fnend R^gie Jones to until he died 
suddenly of a heart attack. Mann said he 
did the only thing he could do: make sure 
those kids got to school until they could 
make other arrangements. No action was 
taken against Mann after that incident 

Mann said he feels that the media has 
treated his side of incidents unfairly, even 
though columnists are allowed their opin- 


ioa He feels that treatment could prevent 
him fit)m coaching at another school 
Whaf s a Mann to do? 

Ever since the school year ended and 
Mann was relieved of his duties at Inkster 
Hi^ School, he has tried to enjoy the sum¬ 
mer the only way he knows how to—by 
coaching 

He has volunteered some of his time 
coaching elementary aged students at a 
summer program at Southwestern High 
School in Detroit 

He is also working with neighborhood 
girls at an ACC (Arab-American Caldean 
Cbuncil) in the Seven Mile and John R area, 
which is run by long-time friend Virgil 
Phillips. 

He is also coaching a team of high school 
girls, which include some girls ftt)m Inkster 
that weren’t picked up by AAU teams in a 
summer league Although it is not an AAU 
team he is coaching it imder the banner of 
his old AAU team, Michigan Glory. 

“I’m as busy now as I was during the 
school year,” Mann said. ‘T decided that this 
is what I want to do. I was going to eryoy my

Not many remakes have received as much atten¬ 
tion as Tim Burton’s adaptation of Roald Dahl’s 
classic 1964 children’s book Charlie and the 
Chocolate Factory. It seemed to many that the 1971 
version starring Gene Wilder as the whimsical 
candy maker was enough, and that any other treat¬ 
ment of the material would seem gratuitous. 

The 1971 version may always hold a special 
place in the hearts of children and inner children 
everywhere but the new version is something 
worthwhile Whether it will stand the test of time as 
the predecessor has done remains to be seen, 
though. 

A lot has changed in moviemaking in the 33 
years that have elapsed since the first adaptation 
was made, and this is where the new version shines 
in comparison. Many viewers may not be able to get 
the 1971 version out of their heads, but in Burton’s 
hands, the story is given a visually stylish treatment 
that wasn’t possible back then. In a way, the cult suc¬ 
cess of the first movie seemed to pave a way, and a 
larger budget, for this adaptation. 

What hasn’t changed, though, is the story. Fhmed, 
reclusive candyman Willy Wonka is letting five chil¬ 
dren into his factory that he has closed to the public 
for years. Entry is only allowed with a golden ticket, 
hidden in five Wonka bars around the world. 

Charlie Bucket is the last kid in the world that 
should have received a golden ticket He’s poor and 
can’t even afford candy bars, but the factory’s mythi¬ 
cal presence in the small, English town where he 
lives—and his Grandpa Joe’s stories—keeps his 
hope from dissipating. When the last golden ticket 
turns out to be a fi^ud, Charlie gets his chance to 
glimpse 
behind the fac¬ 
tory walls with 
four other chil¬ 


dren with the promise of a special prize at the end 
of the tour for only one of the visitors. 

One by one, of course, the children meet their 
respective demises as they tour the factory for vari¬ 
ous character flaws that inspire the Oompa 
Loompa’s subsequent songs, which are excellent, by 
the way. 

That 1971 version strayed finm the book in sever¬ 
al ways, most notably substituting Willy Wonka’s 
name where Charlie’s had been in the title. There 
was also a difference in Vemca Salt’s demise; the 
filmmakers of “Willy” supposedly couldn’t afford 
the squirrel training necessary to carry the spoiled 
brat off. The changes were generally accepted. The 
screenwriter happened to be Dahl himself 

The word on the street is that Burton stayed clos¬ 
er to the original book In many ways, he did. It was 
nice to see some of the scenes that were in the origi¬ 
nal book, like the palace of chocolate and the scene 
with the squirrels Burton obviously had the budget 
to traia There are some differences of course, most 
notably an ill-advised flashback trip into Wonka’s 
past which alters the ending a bit and could proba¬ 
bly have been worked out better Audiences don’t 
want to know Wonka as a person, but as a feeling. 

Burton’s Charlie is definitely more stylish. A big¬ 
ger budget and Burton’s talent for giving bizarre 
subject matter the right look resulted in set designs 
that are far superior than Willy. Casting Depp is 
usually just one more thing Burton does to add a 
twist to his movies. The two have worked together 
extensively in the past, in movies that include

Edward Scissorhands, Ed Wood 
and The Legend of Sleepy Hollow. 
They generally succeed togeth¬ 
er—except this tune. Depp plays 
Wonka like a sort of peevish, 
man-child with an obsessive- 
compulsive disorder. The non¬ 
chalant cruelty with which Depp 
infuses Wonka is more true to 
Dahl’s vision, but the purple face 
and Prince Valiant bob make him 
look more like Michael Jackson 
crossed with Jack White of the 
Detroit-based band. The White 
Stripes. Though Depp certainly 
has his funny moments, I found 
myself yearning for the weird 
charm Wilder played Wonka. 
Depp, who has played oddball 
characters before quite brilliant¬ 
ly, comes across like he’s just try¬ 


ing too hard in this one. 

While Charlie’s name is back 
in the title, his position in the 
movie has been reduced to 
resemble more of the book’s 
Charlie, who was always good, 
reserved and quiet Gone from 
the script are the moral tempta¬ 
tions to help steal Wonka’s 
secrets for Sluggworth and the 
Fizzy-Lifting Tonic scene. 
Fteddie Highmore, who played 
with Depp in Findmg Neverland 
last year, does put it an 
admirable performance, though. 

It’s pretty impossible to con¬ 
sider Charlie without thinking of 
the 1971 Willy, which has defi¬ 
nitely taken on the everlasting 
effect of a Wonka gobstobber. 
This adaptation, though, while a 
much more visually stylish ver¬ 
sion, may be delicious, but will 
eventually dissolve in your 
mouth until the sweet taste is just 
a memory.

Archie Depke was the kind of guy that 
many people knew without realizing it 

Mr. Depke, a long-time fixture at 
parades, baseball games and other events 
in the City of Wayne, died recently from 
heart failure. He was 65. 

Mr. Depke was known by many people 
throughout the Wayne community, even 
though he had no formal education to 
speak of 

“I guess the most remarkable thing 
about Archie is that he was really loved by 
everyone,” said long-time friend Bob 
Gerich. ‘There were so many people who 
took him in their hearts as a friend and 
Archie would do anything to make people 
happy.” 

Mr. Depke often hung around Hill’s 
Sewing Machines in Wayne during the 
early 1960s. Art Hill, who co-owned the 
shop would often take him in, buy him 
food and give him a few dollars to keep 
him going through the week. Gerich’s aunt 
and grandmother took him in for nearly 30 
years. 

He would hang out with older adults 
and became quite a good poker player, 
according to Gerich, often coming back 
with a sock filled with coins and a big 
smile. 

He was also a regular at Wayne 
Memorial High School baseball games. 
Joe Kadlec, a retired Wayne Firefighter, 
said he met him down on ‘the flats’ back in 
1963 and knew ri^t away he would be an 
interesting character. 

When Kadlec was hired on at the 
Wayne fire department, he said Archie 
was a regular visitor 

“He enjoyed coming to the Wayne Fire 


Department on Wayne Road to talk and 
play horseshoes,” Kadlec said. His skill at 
that game brought him to the Wayne 
Wheelfest, where he was a frequent com¬ 
petitor- and winner- at the annual horse¬ 
shoe tournaments. 

The marching band was another one of 
Mr. Depke’s passions, according to long¬ 
time Wayne resident Eld McMurray. 

“He always marched with the band in 
parades and I was ^ad that the powers to 
be in school let him,” McMurrary said. 
“He always dressed up and looked so 
proud of his band. He was a si^t for sore 
eyes.” 

Mr. Depke was also a skilled bowler, 
too. In one game he knocked eight strikes 
and finished with a 228. 

Mr Depke was a winner, too, McMurray 
said, and he liked to be associated with 
winners. Mr Depke served as the batboy 
for the Wayne Alumni soflball team and 
kept things in their proper order - as long 
as the team was ahead. 

“If the tide turned and we started los¬ 
ing, our bats (stayed) on the ground,” 
McMurray said. “We looked around for 
Archie, wondering why he was not getting 
the bats. We soon found out where he was: 
now he was the batboy for the winning 
team. We got a good laugh out of that” 

Mr. Depke stayed with family in Wayne, 
until their passing, and was then taken in 
by relatives in Plymouth. He’ll be remem¬ 
bered well in both communities, Gerich 
said. 

“Archie had hundreds of people who 
knew him. There are so many people who 
will miss Archie,” he said. 

McMurray agreed. 

“He had a good life, and we all liked 
him,” McMurray said. “Everyone needs an 
‘Archie’ in their life.’

Because of its location, the church 
attracts a wide variety of young people 
from the Wayne-Westland area Many 
come from troubled families; others 


have made bad decisions in their past; 
some fit typical youth stereotypes - 
from black-clad ‘goths’ to punk rock¬ 
ers. Some are high school dropouts. 
They come from throughout the 
Detroit metro area, from as far avray 
as Canton Township, Bloomfield Hills 
and Novi 

“All kids can come,” he said. “I want 
everyone to be surrounded by some 
positive-minded kids so we’re all mov¬ 
ing in the right direction.” 

Qub Triune still operates out of the 
church on Friday and Saturday ni^ts. 
The Club provides a music-heavy 
place where young people can go 
without worrying about ni^tive influ¬ 
ences, according to Don Keith, one of 
the organizers. 

Kimbrough said that non-threaten¬ 
ing, music-oriented feel is one that 
carries over to the church, too, 
because music is something with 
which everyone identifies. 

“It’s a church, but there’s a rock 
feeling to it, too,” he said. 

The Saturday night session takes 
place at the former Wayne Missionary 
Church, also called the Genesis 
Center for the Performing Arts. The 
Sunday night service, which vriU take 
place from 6-8 p.m., will be at the 
church at 6500 Wayne Road, at the cor¬ 
ner of Wayne and Himter Street The 
first Simday service will be Aug 7.
